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REMARKS 


This Amendment is being filed in response to the Office Action mailed from the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office on August 17, 2004, in which claims 7-12 were allowed and claims 
1-6 and 13-27 were rejected. With this Response, a Terminal Disclaimer to Obviate a Double 
Patenting Rejection Over Prior Patent No. 6,730,883 is filed. As such, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration and allowance of pending claims 1-27. 

An Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) was filed on May 24, 2004. In the Office 
Action, Examiner Moore asked for copies of 6 foreign references listed on the May 24, 2004 
Form 1449. As requested by Examiner, filed herewith is a new form 1449 listing the 6 foreign 
references and copies of the 6 foreign references. 

With this Response, a Terminal Disclaimer to Obviate a Double Patenting Rejection Over 
Prior Patent No. 6,730,883 is filed. After filing of this terminal disclaimer to overcome the 
provisional double patenting rejection, all issues in this case are resolved, and the case is ready 
for allowance. As such, Applicants respectfully request that Examiner issue a Notice of 
Allowance for claims 1-27.
